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TWENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT. 



The Managers of this Association, in reviewing the 
labors of the past year, take great pleasure in being 
able to state that it has been one of health, peace, com- 
fort, and contentment, to the numerous household under 
their care. Your bounty has alleviated many a pang 
and dried many a tear : and could the details of each 
case come successively before this meeting, the aggre- 
gate of wretchedness would not fail to affect the stoutest 
heart. 

The number and necessitous circumstances of those 
who look to us for assistance, are by no means dimi- 
nished. Never were there greater calls on the faithful- 
ness of the members than at this time. The high 
price of provisions and other causes which bear heavily 
on the poor, are Hkely to render necessary greater 
resources in funds and personal activity. It is not to 
be supposed that any member is so situated, as not to 
have in the circle of her acquaintance some person 
whose kindness may be enlisted in behalf of this object. 
And should success crown a general effort of this kind, 
how many comforts could be added to the scanty stock 
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of those who now extend their imploring hands to you 
for relief. " Next to the privilege of having the favor 
of God, is the pleasure of doing His will." If we 
address ourselves to this duty from proper motives, we 
shall find that painful as some of its details may be, it 
affords happiness in the discharge. 

During the last year ninety-two patients have been 
received into the Asylum. Of which number eighty- 
nine have, been confined with living children. The 
women, with two exceptions, have done well and had 
rapid recoveries. 

In faithfiilly searching the records, twenty-nine deaths 
only, are numbered in the twenty-four years ; and one 
thousand nine hundred and eighty-five have been safely 
confined : a fact surprising and exceedingly gratifying, 
as showing the excellent influence of good regulations, 
nutritious diet, and the local advantages of the Asylum. 
More than two-thirds of this number have procured 
situations as wet nurses, jvhich proves the importance 
of the Institution, independent of the benefits con- 
ferred upon the immediate objects of our charity. 

The resignation of Dr. Elliott, the Resident Physi- 
cian, has been accepted, and Dr. Stimsox appointed 
his successor. 

To the Board of Consulting Physicians the Managers 
tender heartfelt thanks, for their valuable and eflicient 
aid, which has ever been cheerfully rendered in cases 
of emergency — and pray they may be rewarded by Him 
who has identified the cause of the "poor with his own 
service." And here a commendatory remark is due 
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our Matron, who has, through every scene of peril and 
trying illness, attended the patients with unwearied assi- 
duity and kindne3S« 

In conclusion, it is hoped that every Manager of this 
Association will gather motives to increased activity. 
And as we survey the blessings which cluster around 
our own firesides, the domestic comforts which we now 
enjoy, but which we may yet lose, let us not fail to add 
our prayers for the continued prosperity of this work 
of religion, humanity, and love.

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CONSULTING PHYSICIANS' REPORT. 



TO THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE NEW- YORK 
ASYLUM FOR LYING-IN WOMEN. 

The Board of Consulting Physicians have the great 
satisfaction of reporting the favorable state of the 
out-door department of the Asylum for the past year. 

There have been three hundred and sixty-four appK- 
cations for the services of the District Physicians. 
This may be said to be the number of confinements 
under this branch of the Charity during the year : for 
although recent applications have not been reported as 
yet, by their respective Physicians, there are in lieu of 
them, cases that were anticipating confinement at tlie 
time of drawing up of the last report, and which have 
subsequently received medical attendance. 

We observe among the out-door patients, that there 
were from Ireland, three hundred and twenty-one; 
England, fifteen; Scotland, two; France, one; Ger- 
many, two ; the British Provinces, four ; and of the 
United States, nineteen. 

The whole number 6f patients attended by District 
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Physicians connected with this Asylum, since its orga-^ 
nization, March, 1831, is three thousand three hundred 
and thirty-eight.

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AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE NEW-YORK ASYLUM 
FOR LYING-IN WOMEN. 

PASSED BCASCH 19, 1887. 



Whereas a number of Ladies in the City of New-York, have 
formed a Society for the benevolent purpose of furnishing suita- 
ble accommodation and attendance to reputable females desiring 
an asylum during the period of their confinement in child-bed, 
and have by their petition to the Legislature prayed to be 
incorporated, in order more effectually to accomplish the objects 
of their association : Therefore, 

Be it enacted, by the people of the State of New- York, repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly: That all stick persons of the 
female sex a^ now are or hereafter shall he yearly subscribers to 
the said association, to the amount of three dollars, shall be and 
hereby are constituted and declared a body corporate and politic, in 
fact and in name, by the name of " The New- York Female Asylum 
for Lying-in Women;'* and by that name shall have perpetual 
succession, and be in law capable of suing and being sued, pleading 
and being impleaded, defending and being defended, in all courts 
and places, and in all manner of actions, suits, causes, and pro- 
ceedings whatsoever ; and may have a common seal, and alter and 
change the same at their pleasure ; and shall by that name be in 
law capable of purchasing, holding, and conveying any estate, real 
or personal, for the use of the said corporation. Provided, that 
the said real estate be such only as shall be requisite for the purpose 
of erecting or providing houses or other buildings suitable to the 
objects of the said association, or such as shall have been actually 
moitaged to them by way of security, or conveyed to them in 
satisfaction of debts previously contracted, or purchased at sales 
on judgments obtained for such debts : And provided also, that 
such estate, whether real or personal, shall not be applied to any 
other purposes than those for which the said Association was 
formed, and which are herein contemplated and declared. 

And be it further enacted. That the estate and concerns of the 
said corporation shall be conducted by a Board of Managers, con- 
sisting of thirty-three members, to be elected by ballot on the 
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second Thursday of March in every yeai*, by a plurality of the menr- 
hers present at such election : which election shall le held at such 
time and place in the City of New- York as the said Board of 
Managers shall, by their by-laws, or otherwise, appoint ; and of 
which notice sh«>ll be given for the space of, at least, one week by 
advertisement, in two or more of the public newspapers printed 
in the said city ; and which Board shall, as soon as convenient, 
after each election, choose by ballot from their own number the 
following officers ; that is to say : a first, second, third, fourth, 
fifth, and sixth directress; a Secretary and a Treasurer; who 
shall respectively hold their offices for one year, and until others 
shall be chosen in their stead ; and if any vacancy shall happen 
in the said Board, or in any of the said offices, the same shall be 
filled for the remainder of the year by such member or members 
of the said corporation as the said Board may appoint. That 
from and after the passing of this act, and until others shall be chosen 
in their stead, the following persons shall compose the said Board 
of Managers, that is to say ; Frances Tappan, Isabella Scott, 
Julia E. Hyde, Elizabeth T. Cock, Sarah Hall, Jemima Penny, 
Frances Darling, Laura Johnson, Helena Smith, Ann Maria 
Boyd, Phila Reed, Magdalena Hughes, Waite F. Fellows, Ann 
L. Mott, Charlotte Dobbin, Eliza Chester, Mary Dunscomb, 
Susan Post, Eliza Taylor, Susan Baker, Sarah L. Tappen, Susan- 
nah Stone, Catharine Bostwick, Jane Ruthven, Frances Phillips, 
Charlotte H. Snodgrass, Amy Cornell, Ann M'Cready, Fidelia 
Creagh, Agness Maxwell, Eliza B. Lethbridge, Jane Wilson, and 
Mary Parish, of whom the said Frances Tappen shall be the first 
Directress, the said Isabella Scott, second Directress, the said 
Julia E. Hyde, third Directress, the said Elizabeth T. Cock, fourth 
Directress, the said Sarah Hall, fifth Directress, the said Jemima 
Penny, sixth Directress; the said Laura Johnson, Secretary, and 
the said Frances Darling, Treasurer — that the Directress first in 
numerical order, who shall be present, shall preside at all meetings 
of the Board of Managers, or of the Society ; and, in case of the 
absence of any Directi*ess, such other Manager shall preside as 
shall be designated by those present for that purpose ; that seven 
managers shall constitute a quorum, and be competent to the 
transaction of any business, except the disposal, by sale or other- 
wise, of the property or stock composing the permanent funds of 
the corporation, or of its real estate : for which purposes (so 
excepted) thirteen shall be necessary to constitute a quorum, and 
of whom at least one Directress and the Treasurer for the time 
being shall always form a part : and the concurrence of one of 
them shall be requisite to give effisct to the measure proposed. 

And he it further enacted. That the said Board of Managers 
shall have power from time to time, to make such by-laws and 
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regulations not contrary to law, as to them shall appear proper 
for the management and disposition of the estate, and all the 
concerns of the said corporation. 

And he it further enacted, That in case any such election of 
Managers shall not be held on the day when, according to the 
provisions of this act, the same ought to have been held, the said 
corporation shall not for that cause be deemed to be dissoh ed, 
but it shall in such case be lawful to hold such election on any 
other day, and in such manner as may be prescribed by the laws 
of the said corporation, or by their special appointment. 

And he it further enacted. That the husband of any manied 
woman, who is or shall be a member of the said corporation, 
shall not be liable to the said corporation upon any subscription 
or engagement of his wife, or for any loss occasioned by the 
neglect or misfeasance of his wife, but if any such husband shall 
have received from his wife any money or other property belong- 
ing to the said corporation, or the same shall have been applied 
to his use, he shall be responsible therefor ; and if the husband 
shall have become insolvent, or if his estate shall have been 
attached, such money or other property, if received after the 
passing of this act, shall be paid or delivered by the Trustees or 
Assignees to the said corporation in preference to all other debts 
or claims upon his estate. 

And he it further enacted, That this act shall be, and is hereby 
declared to be, a public act, and shall be construed in all court* 
and places benignly and favorably for every beneficial purpose 
herein expressed or intended.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE NEVV.YORK ASYLUM FOR LYING-IN WOMEN. 



Art. I. This Society shall be denominated " The New- York 
Asylum for Lying-in women." 

Art. II. The object of this Society shall be to furnish com- 
fortable accommodations, and skilful medical attendance to repu- 
table females, who desire an asylum during the period of their 
confinement. 

Art. III. The business of the Society shall be conducted by a 
Board of Managers, consisting of thirty-three females, who shall 
elect by ballot, from their own niitaiber, a First, Second, Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Directress, a Treasurer and Secretary, 
who shall hold their respective offices for the term of one year — but 
any one or all of them shall be re-eligible to office at the pleasure of 
the Managers. 

Art. IV. The Managers shall appoint a Board of six Superin- 
tending and Consulting Physicians, who shall hold their places until 
displaced by the unanimous vote of their associates. 

Art. v. The Managers shall have power to fill all vacancies 
that may occur in their own Board ; the Physicians shall in like 
manner have power to fill all vacancies in their Board, and to 
appoint all the medical officers of the Asylum. All other offices 
and appointments shall be made, designated and filled, at the plea- 
sure of the Managers, who shall also have power to call special 
meetings. 

Art. VI. Each subscriber of not less than three dollars annu- 
ally shall be a member of the Society, and be entitled to recommend 
one patient to the Asylum every year. 

Art. VII. Each subscriber of hve dollars annually shall be a 
member of the Society, and entitled to recommend, each year of th« 
continuance of snch subscription, two patients to the Asylum. 

Art. viii. Each contributor of twenty five dollars at one time, 
shall be an Honorary Member for life, and be entitled to recommend 
to the Asylum one patient in every year. 

Art. IX. Each contributor of forty dollars at one time shall be a 
Patron of the Society, and entitled to recommend to the Asylum two 
patients every year. 
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Art. X. Each contributor of fifty dollars at one time shall be a 
Benefactor, and entitled to recommend to the Asylum three patients 
annually. 

Art. XI. The Board of Managers shall have power to elect such 
persons honorary members as shall have, by their influence or contri- 
butions, rendered essential services to the Asylum. 

Art. xii. The Managers shall meet monthly, or oftener by ad- 
journment if necessary. 

Art. XIII. Seven Managers shall constitute a quorum, and be 
competent to the transaction of any business, except the disposal 
by sale or otherwise, of the property or stock composing the per- 
manent funds of the corporation, or of its real estate ; for which 
purpose (so excepted) thirteen shall be necessary to constitute a 
quorum, and of whom at least one Directress and the Treasurer 
for the time being shall always constitute a part ; and the concur- 
rence of one of them shall be requisite to give effect to the measure 
proposed. 

Art. XIV. That the Directress first in numerical order, who 
shall be present, shall preside at all meetings of the Board of Man- 
agers, or of the Society ; and /kin case of the absence of all the Di- 
rectresses, such other Manager shall preside as shall be designated 
by those present for that purpose. 

Art. XV. The Managers shall appoint a Visiting Committee 
from their own number, monthly or quarterly, who shall attend at the 
Asylum on two days of every week, from 10 to 12 o'clock, to receive 
and decide upon all applications of patients for admission to the Asy- 
lum, and for which purpose they shall have discretionary powers. 

Art. XVI. The Visiting Committee shall report in writing to the 
Managers, at each monthly meeting. 

Art. XVII. The Board of Physicians shall give every assistance 
to the managers in the government of the Asylum, and in the admis- 
sion of patients. One of them shall attend at every meeting of the 
Visiting Committee, and one of them shall also report to the Managers 
at every monthly meeting. 

Art. XVIII. No person can be eligible to be elected a Manager, 
or entitled to vote at the annual election for a Board of managers, ex- 
cept such persons of the female sex as now are, or hereafter shall be, 
yearly subscribers to the amount of three dollars. 

Art. XIX. The annual Meetings of the Society shall be held on 
the second Thursday in March, when the concurrence of four-fifths 
of the members present may make such alterations in the Constitution 
fts they may deem advisable.

CHAPTER t* 

Officers. 

The officers shall perform the duties directed by the CoDstituiion^ 
the B}-Laws, and Resolutions of the Society. 

CHAPTER II. 

Directresses, 

I. Th3 First Directress shall, whenever requested in writing by 
any three of the Managers, call a special meeting of the Board, and 
shall appoint the time and place of meeting : a notice of which shall 
be given to each Manager at least twenty-four hours previous to said 
meeting. 

II. The First Directress shall appoint all Committees, unless 
otherwise ordered by special resolution of the Board. 

in. She shall have no vote on any question unless there should 
be an equal division of voices. 

IV. Two of the Directresses shall visit the Asylum at least once 
in every months to inspect the general state of the Institution, an'd 
shall report their observations thereon at the monthly meeting of the 
Managers* 

V. If the office of First Directress should be vacant, or when she 
shall be absent, the highest Directress present shall succeed to all 
her rights and duties. 

CHAPTER III, 

Secretary. 

t. She shall attend the ireetings of the Managers and take 
minutes of the proceedings of each meeting, and transcribe them 
into a book provided for that purpose. 

II. She shall give notice of the time and place of every meeting 
of the Board, to each of the Managers, at least one day previous to 
such meeting. 
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III. At every meeting she shall read the minutes of the preceding 
meeting at length. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Treasurer, 

I. The Treasuier shall give to the Society sufficient and ample 
security for the fulfilment of her duties ; she shall have the custody 
of all the funds of the Society, together with all papers and docu- 
ments relating to its properly. 

II. She shall pay no moneys for the expenses of the Institutioa 
without a written order from the Visiimg Committee^ or by a reso- 
lution of the Eoftid. 

I If. She sh-aH keep a book in which shall be contained an account 
of the receipis awJ disbursements of the Institution. 

IV. It shall be her duty to report the state of the Treasury to the 
Board, at every monthly meeting. 



CHAPTER V. 

Visiting Commillee. 

I. The Visiting Committee shall consist of three Managers, to 
serve three months each, one of them [o be appointed at each monthly 
meeting. 

U. They shall determine whether the applicant shall be received 
w) the fiincls of the Society, or as a pay patient, and in the latter 
case they shall agree upon the price to be paid weekly, and take 
such sectirity as they may deem requisite. 

IIL They shall keep a book of minutes and enter therein the 
names of all patients received or discharged, and of such other 
business as comes before them, which book must be laid before the 
Managers art every monthly meeting. 

IV. They shall give such orders and establish such regulations as 
they shall think proper to carry into effect the objects of this Insti- 
tution, provided such orders and regulations are not inconsistent with 
the Constituiioti ami By-Laws. 

V. If any patient shall leave the house without permission, or 
otherwise misbehave, the C'jm.mittee may at therr discretion, discharge 
her. 

VI. They shall take care that the Institution, is supplied with 
Bibles* and such other religious books as they may think useful. 

VII. They shall have a general charge and care of the property 
of the Asylum and shall frequently remind the matron and servants 
of the necessity of economy, cleanliness, and good conduct, in the 
•discharge of their several duties. 
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VIII. They shall have power to hire and dismiss all the nurees 
and servants employed in and about the Asylum. 



CHAPTER VI. 

Inspecting Committee, 

I. The Inspecting Committee shall consist of two Managers, to 
serve two months, one of them to be appointed at each monthly 
meeting. 

II. It shall be the duty of the Inspecting Committee to inquire 
whether the By-Laws and Regulations of the Managers, relative to 
the management and economy of the house, are carried into effect. 

III. It shall be tlieir duty at each weekly visit to inquire into the 
behavior of the matron and nurses towards the patients, to examine 
particularly whether economy be observed, and as to the cleanliness 
of the apartments and bedding, whether the provisions are of good 
quality, and whether ihe patients are allowed a sufficient quantity; 
they are also to inquire whether any improvement can be made for 
the ^neater comfort of the patients. 

IV. They shall keep a book of minutes, and enter therein their 
proceedings and observations relative to all the objects of their 
appointment, which book shall be laid before the Managers at every 
monthly meeting. 



CHAPTfilt VII. 

Physicians. 

I. The Board of Physicians shall make su( h arrangements that 
the Asylum may be attended ui the manner hereinafter directed. 

II. One Physician shall visit every patient in the Asylum once a 
week, and ofiener if necessary, and if from any cause he should be 
unable to attend, it shall be his duty to procure the attendance of 
another member of the Board. 

III. They shall appoint a Resident Physician, whose duty it shall 
be to attend in all ordinary cases which may occur in the house. 

IV. In all difficult cases it shall be the duty of the Resident 
Physician to give immediate notice to the Physician in attendance, 
who shall thereupon visit the Asylum and render such assistance 
as shall be found necessary, and in case a consultation shall be 
by him deemed advisable, all the Consulting Physicians shall be 
invited. 
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V. Whenever the Resident Physician goes out he shall leave 
notice with the Matron where he may be found. 

VI. He shall keep a register of all cases which may occur in the 
Asylum. In this register shall be entered the name and age of the 
patient, and such other circumstances in relation to the case as may 
be thought interesting. 

VII. The Consulting Physicians may recommend patients to be 
received during the recess of the Visiting Committee, in cases of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER VIII, 

Matron, 

I. The Managers shall appoint a Matron, who shall hold her office 
during the pleasure of the Board. 

II. She shall have the general charge of the Asylum, and see 
that the regulations of the Managers and the directions of the Visiting 
Committee are carried into effect; she shall purchase, under the 
direction of the Visiting Committee, fuel, provisions, and all other 
stores for the use of the Asylum. 

III. She shall keep under her key all wines^ spirits, sugar, and 
molasses, and all other stores and necessaries. 

IV. She must take care of all the household goods and furniture. 

V. All the patients, nurses, and servants, must be obedient to her, 
and must not go out of the house without her special permission* 
She shall take particular care that no wine or spirits are used in the 
Asylum, except by the direction of the Physician, for the use of the 
patients. 

VI. If the nurses, servants, or patients, shall use profane language, 
or otherwise misbehave, she shall report the offender to tlie Visiting 
Committee. 

VII. If a patient should die in the house, leaving clothes or other 
anicles of value, the Matron shall report the same to the Visiting 
Committee, who shall make a minute of such report in their boot 
and give her the necessary directions. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Patients, 

I. No patient shall leave the house unless by permission of the 
Matron, nor introduce any spirituous liquors into the Asylum. 

II. Such patierits as are able, shall assist in nursing others, and in 
such other services as the Matron shall require. 

III. No patient shall remain in the Asylum more than four weeks 
after confinement, unless in the opinion of the attending Physician it 
shall be necessary. 
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IV. No infant shall be permitted to be taken from the Asjlum 
without having been previously vaccinated. 

V. If any patient shall not conform to the foregoing regulations, or 
shall use profane or indecent language, or be guilty of any other 
immorality, the Matron, with the consent of the Resident Physician, 
may immediately discharge her. 

CHAPTER X. 
Order of Business, 

I. After the Board is called to order, no person shall speak audibly, 
excepting on the immediate business of the meeting, and addressing 
herself to the presiding officer. 

II. The minutes of the last meeting shall be read and approved. 

III. The unfinished business of the last meeting. 

IV. The report of the special Committees. 

V. The report of the Physicians. 

VI. The report of- the Visiting Committee. 

VII. The reportof the Inspecting Committee. 

VIII. The report of the Treasurer. 

IX. The appointment of the respective Committees in the order 
specified above for the reports. 

X. Any other business connected with the interests of the Institu- 
tion, may next be introduced for consideration, which when practi- 
cable shall be done by written resolution. 



CHAPTER XI. 

By-Laws, 

I. No alteration or amendment shall be made to the By-Laws, 
without notice thereof being given at least one month. 

CHAPTER XII. 
Addenda. 

I. Every Manager who shall be absent thirty minutes after the 
time appointed for meeting, shall pay a fine of twenty-five cents, 
unless a satisfactory reason can be offered. 

II. Should the weather prove unfavorable on the first Tuesday in 
the month, the meeting will be held the next Tuesday ; should that 
day also be unpleasant, on the succeeding Tuesday. 

Notice. — The Visiting ^Committee attend at the j 
Green-street, on Wednesday of every week, between tl 
four and five o'clock. 
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
